REPORT. 


REPORT of the Comptroller and Auditor General upon the Account of the 
Royal University of Ireland, for the Year ended 31st March 1897 ; prepared and 
submitted for the information of the House of Commons, in pursuance of the Royal 
University of Ireland Act, 1881 (44 & 45 Yict. c. 52, s. 2'). 


1. Under the provisions of the Royal University of Ireland Act, 1881, this Account Lato delivery of 
should have been transmitted to my Department on or before the 30th June 1897. It Acconnt - 

was not, however, received until 7tn August. 

2. In Chapter VIII. of the Statutes of the University, it is provided that the cost of Cost of 
Administration during any one year shall not exceed 5,500Z. The total Expenditure for Administration, 
that Service during this period has been 5,278/. Os. 10d., as against 5,0047. 15s. 9 d. in the 

previous year. 

3. On comparison with the preceding year the receipts from fees show an increase, Cost of ExaminntionE 
while the cost of examinations has been reduced. The amount expended on Studentships 31111 Rcwards - 

and Junior Fellowships has risen from 1,500/. in the year 1895-96 to 2,200/. 


4. A sum of 5,643/. 17s. has been invested during the year in the purchase of Investment. 
5,000/. Dublin Corporation Stock. The Securities now held by the Royal University General Account, 
in respect of the General Account are as under : —

Certificates that these amounts of Stock are held have been furnished by the Bank 
of Ireland and the Registrars of the Corporations respectively. 

5. A sum of 401/. 14s. lid. has been invested during the year in the purchase of Investment. 
356/. 9s. 4cZ. Consols in respect of the Pension Fund, and the total Stock held on account Pension Fund, 
of ‘that Fund now amounts to 15,054/. 16s. 11<Z. Consols. 

A certificate that this amount of Stock is held has been furnished by the Bank of 
Ireland. 


Separate Funds. 

6. The Special Laboratory Fund for the Equipment of Laboratories arose, as special Laboratory 
stated in the Report on the Account for the Year 1886-87, out of a grant in aid of 5,000/. Fund. 

made in that year to meet a like sum provided by the University out of its own resources. 

The balance of the fund remaining on 1st April 1896 was 3,221/. 3s. 8d. A sum of 
31/. 14s. 2d., interest on deposit, has been received, and a sum of 499/. 15s. 5d. has been 
expended, leaving a cash balance of 2,753/. 2s. 5d. 

The expenditure out of this Special Fund does not appear in the General Account, 
but vouchers and particulars have, as usual, been transmitted to my Department by 
the Accounting Officer. 

7. With regard to the Stewart Trust Fund, the balance in hand on 1st April 1896 Stewart Trust 
was 395/. 17s. Id. The income during the year was 354/. 10s. Id., of which stun Fund - 
352/. 3s. Id. was the moiety of net income for the two years 1895 and 1896 received from 

the Trustees under the terms of a Chancery Scheme of 1883, and 21. 7s. was for interest 
on deposits. The payments during the year amounted to 40 L, leaving a balance in hand 
at the close of the year of 710/. 7s. 8d.
